The proposal is that either buildings 
at the exhibition grounds or thr 
armories be obtained, that beds and 
bunks be put up, cook-houses and 
bath houses established, and the single 
unemployed veterans be placed there 
living under a proper camp routine 
It was suggested that there should be 
some physical drill and games, and 
Comrade Deer placed stress upon the 
establishment of an employment 
bureau, which would comb the city 
and district for jobs. By this means 
it was hoped to secure the men three 
meals per day, cleanliness, a certain 
amount of amusement and a job at 
the first possible moment, 
FINANCE PLAN 

For financing, Comrade Deer is 
looking to the city and provincial 
governments, but he assured the 
meeting that he has already received 
promises of help from private indivi- 
duals, such as one farmer saying that 
they could have every egg laid on his 
farm, Mr. Deer believed that the 
cost of operating the catap will be 
comparatively small, once a start ts 
made and that much produce will be 
given them, or obtained at small cost 
Influential business men of the city 
are solidly behind the veterans, owing 
to their attitude 

Surveying what had been accom- 
plished by thy unemployed veterans 
themselves, Mr. Deer congratulated 
them upon having secured from the 
city and province the present arrange- 
ment of two meals per day and sleep- 
ing quarters, He knew, however, that 
in the minds of the authoriies this 
arrangement was only regarded as 
temporary, and it is necessary for 
something more concrete to take its 
place, hence the scheme proposed, 

Mr, Deer explained that the plan 
is yet in its early stages, and has not 
been officially adopted by the execu- 
tive of the Legion. However, Ottawa 
has been communicated with and it is 
hoped very shortly to have the scheme 
ready for submission in a more defin- 
ite form, He added that if a building 
cannot be obtained it is proposed to 
secure tents and set up a camp on the 
vacant land at Portage avenue, 
MARRIED MEN 

So far, these relief proposals did not 
include anything in particular for the 
married men, They were now being 
looked after by the city. All the same,

and the Vooght car was about 35 yards 
away, As they turned toward the car 
Vooght was seen with the boy in his 
arms, and noticing that he was ob- 
served he put Jackie back in the car 
and started for the river through the 
bush, An attempt was made to follow 
him but he eluded his pursuers, who 
then sent for a doctor and the A.P.P, 
Mrs. Vooght was alive, but dying, 
when she was found 

That the two littie girls 
and Norma, 6, made an 
attempt to escape was brought 
when Ralph Meyers, farmer 
place is near the scene of the tragedy, 
took the stand. Meyers told of hear 
}ing the screaming of little children 
and some shots being fired. These 
must have been the shots fired at 
Mrs, Vooght, as shortly after he saw 
two little girls running up the hill and 
acreaming He lost sight of them 
when the screaming stopped, but later

They were about one quarter of a mile 
away when they saw the girls running 

Constable Orossley of the A.P.P, 
told of being summoned at about five 
o'clock and finding Mrs, Vooght dead 
on the road and the two giris in the 
rear seat of the car, He found the 45 
Colt automatic and the two empty 
magazines near the bodies, and imme- 
diately organized the search for 
Vooght 

“When we arrived at the lake about 
three quarters of a mile from the spot 
where the shooting took place we saw |

had stopped at 6:21, Only 25 cents in 
cash was found on the body, which 
was recovered at 6:30,"

The tragedy has cast a deep gloom 
over Camrose, where the dead man
